TRADE LAND AND BUILDINGS 


MONTREAL / May 16, 1990 -- Concordia University and Loyola High 
School today announced plans to exchange land and buildings on 
Concordia's 35-acre Loyola Campus in N.D.G. 

The agreement will allow both institutions to consolidate 
land and buildings on two distinct sites, thus providing a more 
cohesive identity for each. 

Under the terms of the accord, the High School will vacate 
its existing facilities north of Sherbrooke Street and erect a new 
building on land now owned by Concordia south of Sherbrooke Street. 
The new site, adjacent to the gymnasium which Loyola High School 
built in 1978, extends north and west from the gymnasium to the 
corner of West Broadway Avenue and Sherbrooke Street. The property 
includes land that is currently occupied by three Concordia 
University buildings (the Cloran, Hackett and WA/AB Annexes) . 

The new High School building will contain classrooms, 
offices, a cafeteria and other needed facilities -- all connected 
to the gymnasium under a single roof. Loyola High School is the only 
remaining school in Québec owned and administered by the Jesuit 
Order; the school will be celebrating its 100th anniversary in 1996. 

Concordia, for its part, will acquire the existing High 
School building and the playing field located between Concordia's 


Hingston Hall building and the residence owned by the Jesuit Order.

The acquisition of High School land and classroom space 
will enable the University to realize a dream that has been nurtured 
since the 1974 merger of Loyola College and Sir George Williams 
University. 

The 74-year-old High School building (and a three-storey 
extension built in 1969) stands in the very centre of the 
University's tree-lined Loyola Campus. It is connected to three 
existing University buildings and forms an integral part of the 
campus design. 

By virtue of this agreement, Concordia University will now 
own all of the property north of Sherbrooke Street, with the 
exception of the Jesuit residence, which constituted most of the 
original campus of Loyola College. 

Besides the land exchange, Concordia University will pay 
Loyola High School $3.5 million and provide it with the perpetual 
right to use of a playing field owned by the University. 

The agreement in principle was announced by Dr. Patrick 
Kenniff, Rector and Vice-Chancellor of Concordia University, and 
Rev. J. Winston Rye, S.J., President of Loyola High School. 

Dr. Kenniff stated that the agreement would benefit both 
institutions. "From an architectural and administrative point of 
view, the addition of the historic High School building means that 
Concordia University has, at last, achieved the long-awaited 
consolidation of its Loyola Campus. 

"At the same time, we are happy to be helping Loyola High 
School to build a new facility in a prime location in Montréal's 


west end."
